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LOCAL MUSICIAN STILL AT LARGE 
Hamptons Police are continuing their search 
for a fugitive musician who they say “flagrantly 
violated the regulations put in place” that 
restrict music performance on the East End. 
The regulations, enacted into law over the 
summer, were a _ response to. growing 
complaints about loud music coming from 
bars and nightclubs. According to police, 
the musical perpetrator they are seeking 
was entertaining at an East Hampton 
establishment last Friday evening and was 
observed by an undercover officer to be in 
violation of the laws. From the police report: 
“On Friday evening, Officer Wilkins, while seated 
at the bar between the hours of 7:20 p.m. and 
9:45 p.m., witnessed the musician in question 
play ‘Brown Eyed Girl,’ ‘Sweet Caroline,’ and 
‘Friend of the Devil’—three controlled covers 
in the course of one 45-minute set. The law 
clearly states that musicians may only play 
one of these controlled songs per set. Officer 
Wilkins notes that, during the same set, the 
suspect engaged in illegal ‘guitar doodling,’ 
which the law defines as guitar solos that last 
more than a single verse and/or that have ‘no 
discernable musical value.’ At another point, — 
the song ‘Cheeseburger in Paradise’ was played 
even though Jimmy Buffett was not on the 
bandstand, a violation of the Buffett Rule—a 
rule that requires that Jimmy Buffett be on 
hand if a Jimmy Buffett song is to be played.” . 

At 9:45 p.m., when Officer Wilkins identified 
himself to the suspect as a police officer, 
the suspect fled and disappeared into the 
evening murk; as of press time he is yet to 
be apprehended. 

Police warn that the suspect has a guitar and 


won't hesitate to use it. 


AUTHORITIES WARN OF DISCO ZOMBIES 
As Halloween approaches, authorities are 
warning the public to be on the alert for disco 
zombies. According to East End Emergency 
Response Unit spokesman Bernard Lifkin, 
experts expect disco zombies to be especially 
prevalent during the 2015 Halloween season. 
“It’s the 40th anniversary of the birth of disco, 
and we think the disco zombies are going to be 
out in force,” Lifkin warned in a recent press 
briefing. “If a disco zombie bites you, then 
you'll be a disco zombie, too, and you'll be 
unable to resist the disco beat.” Lifkin notes 
that Halloween is a particularly dangerous 
time of the year for disco zombie bites because 
so many people dress up as disco zombies 
for Halloween. “People can’t tell if it’s just 
somebody dressed up like a disco zombie or 
if it’s actually a disco zombie, and by the time 
they find out, it might be too late.” 

Lifkin recommends not listening to any disco 
until further notice.

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Plum Island Saved? 


Auction for Island Cancelled. Plum Island to Be Home to the Cloud

lum Island, the 843-acre property off the tip 

of Orient Point here on Long Island, may 
be the most valuable piece of real estate in the 
world. In recent months, appraisers have been 
on the island, trying to determine its worth on 
the open market. It has beaches, low hills, a 
woods and a little lighthouse at one end, and 
nearby the ruins of a small fort built during 
the Spanish American War. It may be worth a 
billion dollars. 

The Federal Government, which owns the 
property, announced last month that the island 
is “surplus property.” It would be offered up to 
any other agency of the Federal Government, 
and if no agencies wanted it, then it would 
be offered to the State of New York, and then 
to the county and the towns. Then, if it was 
turned down by all government officials—most 
properties that become surplus are usually 
turned down—it would go to auction. That, it 
was said, would happen sometime next year, 
and so appraisers were looking Plum Island 
over—Donald Trump’s people were among 
them—and the island was thought to make a 
most fabulous billionaire’s retreat. 

But now that is not going to happen. Dan’s 
Papers has exclusively learned that the 
Department of Homeland Security has taken 
the Plum Island property out of the hands of the 
Surplus Property office. 

According to our unnamed source, Homeland 
Security will use Plum Island as the single secure 


location for all its top-secret security data. The 
activities of Julian Assad, who released billions 
of bytes of top-secret government information 
onto the internet, will never happen again. The 
hacking of government workers’ files by the 
Chinese will never happen again. The problems 


with Hillary Clinton’s emails will never happen 


again. This will replace the current situation, 
where secret data is stored in a variety of 
servers around the country, a very dangerous 
practice indeed. 

“Homeland Security will move everything 
secret into a single giant cloud directly over 
Plum Island,” our source told us. “First, they will 
build a huge grouping of servers underground 
on the island, transmit everything there 
temporarily, and then upload it to the new 
cloud above the island.” 

Plum Island has been chosen because it is 
completely isolated and can be made completely 
impregnable. A combination of Coast Guard 
boats from Montauk and submarines from the 
Naval Base in Groton, Connecticut will patrol 
the waters around Plum Island, periscopes 
up, 24/7. Any ships approaching the island— 
fishing boats, pleasure craft, speedboats—will 
be issued a warning by ship’s radio, and if these 
ships do not change course the Coast Guard 
will board them, search them, ticket them and 
send them away. If there is further trouble, 
well, the submarines will have the torpedoes at 
the ready. 

Construction equipment will begin to arrive 
on the island in late October, and demolition of 


the present buildings on the island will begin 
in November. Plum Island had been, from 1954 
to 2008, the only place in the country where 
studies could be done to further the prevention 
of Hoof and Mouth Disease for cows. This 
disease is not harmful to humans. But the 
cattle industry today is a $45 billion industry 
and is constantly funding new research. Since 
2008, other facilities around the country study 
this disease. 

So now the Plum Island Lab is surplus. When 
built it was in a remote area. But now it is near 
to a major population center, directly adjacent 
to the wine country and tourist industry of 
the North Fork, and, not far away, the glittering 
billionaire’s resort in the Hamptons. The 
housing units, labs, animal pens and other 
facilities, with only a few exceptions, will 
be demolished. 

Our source has shown Dan’s Papers the 
plans of Cloud Island, as it will be re-named. 
Our source secretly obtained the plans from 
another source. 

The underground servers will be finished 
by next April, and so will the demolition of all 
the buildings—except for the administration 
building and the lighthouse. The lighthouse 
beacon will stay lit to prevent shipwrecks. 
The administration building will be disguised 
to look like a rich man’s mansion in a Rococo 
style so that the island, if photographed 
from the air by a passing plane—a 777 from 
Moscow, for example—will look to be just a 
bucolic hideaway.

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“But almost nobody will ever see the island 
from above,” our source told us. “Once the 
cloud is placed, the island will be almost 
always covered by a nearly impregnable 
fog and mist. The ruse with the Rococo 
mansion is just for the few days a year the sun 
peeks through.” 

We asked about the cloud. 

“The transfer happens in seconds, as you 
know,” he replied. “Some nearby clouds, 
unused clouds, will be drawn in, slide over and 
clump together and then lower toward the hole 
in the ground from which the data will rise. 
After the transfer, the cloud, as a drizzly mist, 
will completely cover the island and billow up 
around 2,000 feet. And that will be that.” 

I had lots of questions. 

“What will keep the cloud from spilling over 
the edges of the island to affect the North Fork 
and the Hamptons.”

underground servers can get very hot. The 
fans will be sucking out the hot air from these 
servers, allowing cool air to come in.” 
“Will the surrounding area 
temperature rise?” 

“No more than a half a degree every 10 years, 
according to our calculations.” 

“Will the facility affect the weather in any 
other way over the surrounding area.” 

“The area should experience more sunshine, 
year round. Smaller clouds will be drawn into 
the operative cloud over Plum Island.” 

“Won’t that make the cloud _ bigger 
and bigger?” 

“No. The cloud as configured for the

island will be adequate for the next 50 years. 


Excessive clouds drawn in will be either blown 
away or dissipated into rain by a combination 
of thunder and lightning, which we control 
from below.” 

“What will it be like above ground on 
the island?” 

“Stormy. You wouldn’t want to be there. 
Occasional clumps of static electricity will form 
and have to be dissipated. This is also done 
with the lightning. That’s why we have that.” 


“Will government workers live on the island 
underground? And how will they get there? 
By ferry?” 

“No one will arrive by ferry. No one will 
arrive on the island at all. It will be entirely 


-operated by remote control from a_ top- 


secret concrete bunker at Orient Point. There, 
two of our most highly trained scientists 
will operate the facility over a secure WiFi 
network. Only they will know the password. 
Actually, there will be two passwords, one 
known by one scientist and the other known 
by the other scientist. The passwords will 
be changed daily by two other scientists in 
another secret bunker next to the Merry- 
Go-Round in Greenport, and all passwords 
will only work when used together. For that 
reason, between shifts neither of these two 
sets of scientists will be allowed to talk to 
one another. Furthermore, it all only works 
when the scientists sit at their respective 
desks in the two mainland facilities behind 
locked steel doors that only open with 
fingerprint recognition.”

Bumblebees Have to Work Harder & An Idea for Wristband SpellCheck

Bumblebee Tongues 
~ You may not have looked particularly closely 
at this, but when a bumblebee approaches a 
flower he goes right into the center of it, lowers 
himself down between all the brightly colored 
petals, looks down and then extends his tongue, 
swirls it into a straw, and extends it down into 
the bottom where the sweet nectar and pollen 
are. He then sucks up the nectar, swallows it 
and stores it in his special nectar stomach. He 
has two stomachs, one for the regular stuff he 
eats and the other for the nectar, and his throat 
can tell into which stomach the stuff coming 
down goes. 

When finished, the bumblebee buzzes up and 
goes on to the next flower, where he gets more 
nectar. Eventually his second stomach is full 
so he has to go back to the hive to transfer the 
nectar to the worker bees, then he goes out and 
’ gets more. The worker bees chew on the nectar 
to make it rubbery, then they spit it into the 


honeycombs in the hive, and when that’s full 
they cover it up with wax. It’s stored there to 
get the hive through the winter. 

This is really a neat thing. Almost makes you 
want to be a beekeeper, or anyway a scientist 
discovering the habits of the bees. 

Well, here’s news. According to a study just 
published in the magazine Science, the tongues 
of a particular strain of bumblebee up in the 
mountains of Colorado are getting shorter and 
shorter as the years go by. This new study was 
done by Nicole Miller-Struttmann at SUNY Old 
Westbury, where she compared the lengths of 
the bumblebee tongues from years ago (from 
1966 to 1980) with the length of bumblebee 
tongues she measured on recent forays out into 
Colorado between 2012 and 2014. 

The reason the tongues are getting shorter, 
she has found, is that the bumblebees have 
long prized a particular flower with the nectar 
way down deep between the petals very hard 
to get to. But now, with global warming, the 
flowers at that altitude are diminishing.

There’s lots of other flowers easier to get 
down into, but you know how it is, the harder 
something is to get the more everybody wants 
it. And that must mean, I suppose, that the 
bumblebees with the very long tongues were 
the rock stars of bumblebeedom, able to get 
way down in there. 

So now with the good stuff not available 
anymore, the bumblebees have to settle for 
the nectar inside flowers easy to get to. It also 
means that the long-tongued bumblebees are 
not so in demand, and so, as these things go, in 
just 50 years of evolution new bumblebees are 
being born with shorter tongues. The longer- 
tongued ones are on the outs. Today, the 
bumblebees don’t even remember the good 
stuff from so long ago. They are just as happy 
with the easier to get stuff. 

By the way, when not in use, the bumblebee 
tongue, whichever its length, rolls up inside the 
bumblebee mouth in the same way a measuring 
tape retracts its stick. Swick, it goes out, zing 
it goes back. Pretty neat. (Cont'd on next page)

THAT back to the hive. Whew! Those were 
the days. 


I think everyone knows that the bumblebees 
are the good guys in nature. So I just wanted to 
share all this with you. Over the 50 years, the 
bumblebee tongues have decreased in length 
by 24% (0.61% a year) according to Ms. Miller- 
Struttmann. It must have been really interesting 
when Ms. Miller-Struttmnan came back to the 
lab with a sack full of bees from Colorado and 
then set them on a lab table next to a sack 
of frozen bees from between 1966 and 1980. 
The old ones thawed out. And when they first 
woke up and opened their eyes, the first thing 
they heard was this woman say “Stick out 
your tongue.”

know how when you write on a computer or 
cellphone the device automatically corrects 
your misspellings? 

Many people do not type on computers or do 
not care to.

An Era Ends, I Can Forgive and Forget and in the End Wish Them Well

early half a century ago, I fought a battle and 

lost. The recent announcement of the sale 
of Cablevision by the Dolan family means that I 
can finally put to bed this battle I had with them 
all those years ago. So now! can reveal it. At the 
time it seemed of monumental importance. In 
retrospect it still seems important, although the 
fact I’ve held onto this lost battle up until today 
is ridiculous. Even as | tell this story, I will join 
you in observing how ridiculous it is today. 
- When I founded Dan’s Papers in 1960, 
I originated the concept of the free resort 
newspaper. I had to persuade people to 
advertise in it. They said it was not a newspaper, 
it was a leaflet or brochure. People throw those 
things away, they only read what they pay for. 

I always replied with this answer: We get 

lots of information from radio and TV. People 
advertise all over the place on radio and TV. 
But it’s free to the consumer. Newspapers 
should be free too. It’s in the Constitution: 
Freedom of the Press. 


In the early 1970s, a few small companies 
around the nation, including here on Long 
Island, founded small regional TV cable services. 
One of them was Sammons Communications. 
Soon it would be coming to the Hamptons. 
But then, before it even made a dent out here, 
it was suddenly gobbled up by a competitor 
called Cablevision. Soon Cablevision had a 
stranglehold on cable TV service on Long 
Island. 

I thought to start a cable channel. I thought 
I could apply to the FCC and get permission 
to do so, then make a deal with Cablevision to 
transmit it. I contacted Cablevision. They told 
me I was a competitor in the media business, 
and they, the only game in town, would 
not allow me to broadcast a TV channel on 
Long Island. 

I went ballistic. Cablevision was a PROVIDER. 
I understood you’d need to pay them to 


‘use their cables. But I felt they were way 


overstepping their bounds in telling me it was 
they who decided who could put out content 
over their wires. | contacted our congressman. | 


contacted the FCC. I wrote about it. Besides the 
First Amendment rights, they were using the 
telephone poles. The owner of the telephone 
company does not interfere with whom you call. 
Cablevision should not make content decisions 
either, not for me, not for anybody else. 

I fought Cablevision every chance I got. I 
joined a fight to force Cablevision to set aside a 
channel for public television stations. They, and 
the other cable companies around the country, 
lost that battle. In East Hampton, millionaire 
Frazer Dougherty was so moved by the situation 
that he built a studio for public television, still 
in use today on Industrial Road in Wainscott. 
It is called LTV, but, although Cablevision was 
forced to give them this channel and even 
pay an annual stipend to help fund it, there 
was something always wrong with this signal. 
It was blurry. There were lines in it. It had 
something to do with trying to link things up 
with Cablevision, Cablevision said. At one point 
in this war, Cablevision built its own station 
for the Town of Riverhead on Route 58. They’d 
control public television. (Cont'd on next page)

No one could get to be a TV provider on Long 
Island without permission from Mr. Dolan. All 
this made me nuts. 

I continued to fight Cablevision, at every 
turn. There was a time, around 1980, when Ron 
Campsey, the owner of the New Moon Café in 
East Quogue, tapped into the service he paid 
for that came into his bar to take a wire out a 
window and upstairs to the apartment where 
he and his wife and kids lived. Cablevision had 
trucks being driven around the area looking for 
such “stealers of their service.” And here was 
one, they determined. Ron nearly went to jail 
fighting this. That he was a Vietnam veteran 
probably saved him from that. 

In stories I’d write about Cablevision, I’d often 
mention the owner of this company, Charles 
Dolan, by name. He was a businessman with 
no public conscience that I could see. Now, as 
a businessman, he soon made a remarkable 
business move, almost by accident. He began 
buying or creating businesses that could 
provide content for his cable lines. 

He created HBO (sold it to Time, Inc. 
eventually), he created AMC, SciFi, Comedy 
Central, SportsChannel and News 12. And he 
purchased Madison Square Garden, Radio City 
Music Hall, the New York Knicks basketball 
team, the New York Rangers hockey team and 
numerous other properties on the cheap. He 
also started News 12. He owned the wires. He’d 
own the content. 

And I’m still thinking, these properties are 
going to be worth far more in the long run than 
Cablevision. He buys them for one thing, but by 


accident he’ll make money with another. 

With these. content providers in hand, he 
continued to refuse to give permission to others 
to use his lines. He got into battles with rival 
telecom companies over the airing of the MSG 
Network, YES, the NFL Network, the Tennis 
Channel and ESPN3. He also occasionally took 
off the air Disney, Fox and ABC when they 
wouldn’t pay him enough. Cablevision felt like 
essentially, in my mind at least, a monopoly. 
Nothing we could do. 

There came a time, around 1985, when 
somebody in the marketing division personally 
called me to ask that I put my differences 
with Cablevision aside and get on with life.

As the years went by, Cae Dolan continued 
to make his decisions based on maximizing 
profits for his company. There were reasons 
to go public. But then, with big profits on the 
horizon, he tried to take the company private, 
buying it back cheap. But the shareholders 
wouldn’t let him. Instead, Cablevision broke 
in two. There is now a sports and content 
company (the Madison Square Garden Group, 
which is not being sold), and there is the cable 
company (which is). 

Charles took in his son James as partner and 


then got into a fight with him. Charles launched 
a Satellite to provide a non-cable service called 
Voom. The son had it taken down. Charles 
retired, that defeat under his belt.

Actually, the only property that the Dolans 
did a good job with was Newsday, which they 
purchased from Tribune Co. in 2008. Hats off to 
them for that. 

So now, Cablevision goes to Altice, a French 
company owned by French-lsraeli billionaire 
Patrick Drahi for $17.7 billion. After paying 
the stockholders, the Glatt walk away with 
$2.2 billion.

Was colored pencil emphasized in your 
studies at the School of Art & Design, Pratt 
Institute and at the School of Visual Arts, 
where you also taught for many years? 

I love to draw so when I work with pencils 
I feel like I am always drawing. It’s all in the 
touch. Hard, soft, light, dark, it’s a touch, a feel, 
tactile. I love the smooth, rich color effect of 
laying down an undercoat, augmented usually 
with gouache, and then blending and shading. 


I like to use rough-textured paper, which 


emphasizes the exaggerated perspective I go 
for, making the clear-cut forms stand out. In art 
school I worked in all media. Now I work in pen 
and ink, charcoal, watercolor and, of course, 
pencil. At SVA I taught how to come up with 
ideas and concepts, then the execution would 
follow. I’ve also lectured at various colleges 
and corporations. 


You’ve been featured on “Dan’s Papers” 
_ covers many times. How do you approach 


cover art? 

I love the challenge of coming up with new 
ideas for the cover.

Henry is convinced 
that the citizens of Storybrooke are actually fairy 
tale characters who are under a curse, stuck in 
the real world without their memories. Major 
characters include Henry’s ice-cold but loving . 
adoptive mother/Storybrooke Mayor Regina 
Mills (Lana Parrilla), the “Evil Queen;” the 
soft-spoken Mary Margaret Blanchard (Ginnifer 
Goodwin, who starred in the Hamptons-set 
romantic comedy Something Borrowed), “Snow 
White;” and various other familiar princesses 
and princes.

Laurel Lake is a Grape of a Different Color

L aurel Lake Vineyards is one of the most intimate 
stops on the North Fork Wine Trail. Winemaker/ 
co-owner Juan Sepulveda shares his insights about 
the various wines in production, the winery’s history 
and more. 

“My family is in the wine business,” says Sepulveda, 
originally from Chile. “I’m the fifth generation growing 
grapes and making wine.” Originally, Sepulveda didn’t 
want to follow in his family’s footsteps. “Following 
years and years of seeing the working conditions 
and watching my father trying to make the business 
work and all the struggling, I studied engineering,” he 
says. Sepulveda also has a marketing degree from a 
school in Japan. Eventually, though, he decided to 
return to winemaking. “I worked in Chile, and one of 
the companies I was working for asked me to explore 
different places [for potential winery locations] and 
we found Long Island. Laurel Lake was a vineyard 
[already], but we came here and did all the work to 
create the winery we wanted,” Sepulveda says. “We 
saw, as well, the opportunity to make wine with a 
different style that would bring something fresh [to 
the area].” 

Sepulveda emphasizes that it was “the beauty, the 
people and the potential” that brought him to the 
North Fork. The move from Chile to Long Island may 
sound like a huge change, but Sepulveda knew he’d 
found the right place. “I saw it could be unique on 
Long Island,” he says. “There’s a personality here. 
The fingerprint of the wine is very special.” Sepulveda 


loves working with Long Island grapes, and 
notes that there’s a large distinction between 
Long Island wines and those in Chile. “When 
we saw the wine here, we thought the style was 
absolutely different compared to what we were 
doing,” he explains. “We found it was totally 
different from Chile. For example, cabernet 
franc is difficult to find with such an elegant and 
distinguished aroma. Here on Long Island, it’s a 
very beautiful grape. Cabernet franc is the most 
dramatic [difference I’ve found].” 

The unpredictable weather has proven to 
be a challenge, as Sepulveda is in the midst 
of harvest time. “The harvest is going well. 
We picked most of the grapes right before the 
rain. In my opinion, it turned out very well— 
chardonnay, gewiirztraminer...all the white 
grapes are here fermenting now. We were lucky 
because this summer had better ripening than last 
year. I’m happy with the summer and growing season. 
We’ve had a good amount of sun and have good 
quality grapes. It was really amazing.” Of course, the 
year-to-year climate change has made for some new 
situations and flavors. “The other thing affecting us 
was the winter; it’s lowered the amount of grape. But 
overall, that makes for more flavorful concentration,” 
he notes. 

So, what’s on the horizon for Laurel Lake 
Vineyards? “We have a big portfolio of products and 
make wines that are different from other wineries,” 
explains Sepulveda. “We’re planning to release our 
gewurztraminer soon, and we’re in the process of

fermenting [several others]. By the end of the year 
I plan to release the Meritage, which will be exciting 
for wine connoisseurs.” And the wine release for the 
beginning of spring next year will be cabernet franc, 
which is aged 16 years. “We’ve gone from a small 
amount of visitors back in 1999 to many today,” 
he notes. Most importantly, though, Sepulveda 
is enthusiastic and optimistic about Laurel Lake 
Vineyards’ continued success. gu

G.E. Smith Portraits Series Rocks Bay Street

ag Harbor’s Bay Street Theater has always 

featured music, but in recent years they’ve really 
brought in innovations in how they present it. Think 
of Nancy Atlas’s midwinter Fireside Sessions, where 
she brings in fabulous musicians from all over to 
join with her and with her band to present evenings 
of tremendous range and variety. It’s been a great 
model for mixing diversity with familiarity, and it’s 
developed a loyal following from all over the island— 
the Fireside Sessions are always packed. 

Following the model now is G.E. Smith, who is 
bringing his “Portraits” series to Bay Street starting 
Saturday, October 17. The first show will feature 
film composer and pianist Carter Burwell along with 
visual artist Dan Rizzie and photographer Ralph 
Gibson. The second show, an evening with Pink 
Floyd’s Roger Waters on October 30, is already 
sold out. The “Portraits” series will conclude with 
a November 7 concert featuring Hollywood actor 
Ethan Hawke. All of the performances start at 8 p.m.

G.E. Smith, and other musicians to be announced, 
will join in the performances. A legendary guitar 
virtuoso, Amagansett’s Smith is probably best 
known for the 10 years he spent as the bandleader 
on Saturday Night Live. Smith is a master of 
R&B, which should mesh well with the stylings 
of the featured artists. East End insiders wonder 
if SNL alumnus Jimmy Fallon might show for a 
_ surprise performance. 

Local composer Carter Burwell is looking forward 
to being a part of the series. “I’ve never performed 
out here,” Burwell says. “G.E. invited me, and we’re 
getting together to work out what we'll be doing. I’m 
really excited about the challenge of arranging my 
music for the event.” Burwell is best known for his 
work scoring films—he wrote the scores to all but 
one of the Coen brothers’ films (think films like Fargo, 
True Grit and The Big Lebowski) and countless others 
as well. Among the selections Burwell is planning on 
are music from No Country for Old Men—”there was 
no music in the body of the film, but if you stayed 
for the end credits you would have heard this’—and 
music from the new film Carol, which was screened 
last week during the Hamptons International Film 
Festival (HIFF). 

“Everything I’m playing has appeared in a film at 
some point, and the music is spanning pretty much 
my whole career.” Burwell notes that playing the 
music by itself—without the accompanying film 
images—casts it in a different light. 


Of course, Roger Waters may be one of the 
most visual songwriters around—he of Dark Side 
of the Moon and The Wall, with their elaborate 
sonic palette of screaming teachers and laughing 
madmen. Presumably, Water’s music will be 
treated in a similarly stripped-down manner. So if 
you don’t have a ticket, take comfort in knowing that 
they're probably not going to build “The Wall” at 
Bay Street. 

Ethan Hawke appears at Bay Street on 
November 7. The prolific actor recently appeared 
in the critically-acclaimed Boyhood, was featured

Remembering the Joyful Anna Pump 


BY STACY DERMONT 


ast summer | had the opportunity to interview 

Anna Pump, Bridgehampton Innkeeper, 
cookbook author and Loaves & Fishes Foodstore 
owner, at her shop in Sagaponack. I’d long been a 
fan of Pump’s cookbooks and I'd had the pleasure of 
working with her when I was the program director 
of the Bridgehampton Historical Society (now the 
Bridgehampton Museum). 

Anna Pump’s journey to the South Fork began in 
Tarp, Germany. Anna Tuitjer was raised on a farm 
in an area near the Danish border that, much like 
Bridgehampton, was a narrow strip of land between 
two bodies of water. There she met and married 
Detlef Pump. Detlef, Anna and their two children, 
Harm and Sybille, emigrated to the United States in 
1960, initially settling in Frenchtown, NJ, near Detlef’s 
brother. Pump first visited the East End in the 1970s. 
She and her husband bought and restored an 18th 
century house in Noyac in 1978. 

Pump did-not attend cooking school—like many 
young ladies of her generation, she attended 
finishing school. Later, however, she studied under 
James Beard, Anna Maria Huste and Maurice Moore- 


Betty. Pump also famously mentored “Barefoot ~ 


Contessa” Ina Garten when Garten’s shop was in 
Westhampton Beach. 

It was at my suggestion that Dan’s Papers chose 
to honor Pump at our 2014 Dan’s Taste of Summer 
celebration for her many contributions to the 
culinary culture of the East End. And when she was

made the honoree, I insisted on doing her interview. 
It seemed a rare thing for this dynamo to sit down. I 
certainly wanted to be there. 

I entered the front of the store and noted how it 


has evolved over the years. In some ways it’s about 
the same. Same old building painted white and filled 
with handmade, gourmet dishes and condiments. 
This place was chic long before “shabby chic” 
was a recognized style. But some of the offerings 
have changed. Pump was always tinkering with 
recipes and developing new ones. Until her tragic 
death last week, she had been at work on her next 
cookbook, which she told me would include many 
Asian influences that came to her by way of her 
grandsons’ travels in China and Vietnam. 

Pump invited me into her office behind the 
counters. I was gratified to see that we owned many 
of the same cookbooks, but hers were lined up on a 
great shelf that ran the length of her office’s longest 
wall. The collection was well worn, but very neatly 
arrayed. She decided that since it was a nice day 
we should sit at a picnic table under a tree, next to 
the shop. We passed her grandson Stefan who was 
in charge of the kitchen as we exited the store. He 
was smiling. 

Pump was clearly relieved when my questions 
made it apparent that I had read all of her four 
cookbooks cover to cover. She relaxed, sometimes 
saying, “don’t write this” before confiding a little 
something—nothing at all inappropriate but some 
small, private things. Like the fact that she considered 
her workers from Ecuador part of her family. She 
pointed out that the very first thing she did when 
she took over the shop was to plant an herb garden 
to supply the kitchen. She also said that the growing 
gluten-free diet trend was (Continued on page 44)

“just a fad. Print that!” 

When I! asked her which of her own mother’s 
recipes she still followed she shared that the pretty 
girl I'd met at the counter was her granddaughter. 
Karina was home from college for the summer and 
baking up her great-grandmother’s cardamom bread 
for customers. 

Pump was clearly very proud of her family and 
their work. Pump’s Loaves & Fishes has been quietly 
serving the gourmet take-out and catering needs of 
East End foodies since 1980. Pump and her daughter 
Sybille van Kempen, with the support of Pump’s 
late husband Detlef, added the Bridgehampton Inn 
to their business holdings in 1994. The six-room 
establishment quickly became a destination hotel. 
Pump detailed the Inn’s opening and its day-to-day 
workings in her book Country Weekend Entertaining, 
which was published by Doubleday in 1999. 

Last year, when I asked Sybille if she was 
“becoming her mother,” she said, “I guess Iam, ina 
way I’ve always been. | think that [comparison] is a 


wonderful compliment.” 

Sybille and her husband Gerrit opened the popular 
kitchenalia emporium, Loaves & Fishes Cookshop 
in Bridgehampton’s downtown in 2003. Last year 
Sybille opened a restaurant at the Inn and added a 
new construction of six additional guest rooms and 
a storefront, moving the cookshop to just west of 
the inn’s main entrance. Her son Kyle works at the 
restaurant as bartender and mixologist. Pump’s son 
Harm and his wife, Nancy, create Loaves & Fishes 
line of jams, apple butter and pickles. 

While Pump accomplished many things in her 
career, when asked what she was most proud of, 
she immediately responded, “Doing Loaves & Fishes. 
I’m very fond of my customers and they’re very 
loyal.” Pump noted with pride that she had watched 
generations of her young customers grow up to visit 
with their own children. When asked to comment 
on her position as the head of a food dynasty, 
Pump said, “It has all come by evolving. I just love 


good food.”
